Mr. Ho'com), superintendent of seven 
imines ja Central District, was here 
several day, and wass very much de- 
lighted with the manner in which the 
ore yielded, 

Hon. John H. Kinkead has just 
brought in a car-load of ore from the 
Sheba mine, in Humboldt county. 
This ore has been passed through the 
Krom concentrating process, and 
arrives at the mill almost pure metal. 
The assay value of the different grades 
runs from $800 down to $200. 

It appears to us that there would be 
great profit to many of the eastern 
mining camps who now sell their ore 
in San Francisco, to have it reduced 
by the Messrs. Jones & Kinkead, 
lessees of the Auburn mill. Their 
employees are as Competent mill men 
as may be found any place, and then- 
selves reliable and liberal business men.
